ceroes, ali theſe D:atozie parts arc in like manner included. Sg 
likewiſe,fo2 ſome one rare and ſingular potnt of Juſtice another 
might be exto:1-Dd, as bceſide-common er,:ect itfton ercrcifing the 
ſame. A pzcfident hereof might be the Lo2d chiefe Juſtice of 
England in the time of Ring Henry the fourth, who was (o ftricts 
lybent tothe obſeruation of taſfice,as hautng one of the Pzinccs 

[3 ſeruants -< 
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| ſervants arraigned befoze him at the Kings Bench barre, foz a 
fcilon,and being one that the young Pzince greatly (at that time 
of his pouth)fauoured, Lhe Pzince came tothebarre, and at the 
Judges hands requircd his ſcruant, who anſwered that he was 
the King his fathers pziſoner, and tad there bpon his ti fall by 
law foz his offct1:es, that h& covld not in tuſtice, no2 world (bp 
his pardon) dcliver him withcut his triall. The JIzince moucd 
with ſuch deniall ftroke the Jadge on the face, and would bp fozce 
have wiihdzawne the pztiſoncr. The Judge withitod him, and 
adicrtiſing him mild{y of the cifence he had done to the (cate and 
place whercin he ſatc of iuſtice, tn ſuch ſozt to ſtrike Him ſtoutty 
commandcdhim to Ward. Whereunto (vpon ſuch admonitton ) 
the Þzince obeped, and acco2dingly remained in durance, attens 

ding the aducrtiſement and knowicdge of his fathers plcaſure, 
Yeremight be a great contention, whether thc wozthy Judge in 
his equall adminiſtration and crecution of Jufttce, without fears 
whercon ffwod the hazard of his owne life, belng vpon him that 
was in ſyccellion fo become his coueraigne Lo2d, wcre moze fo 
ve commended ; 02 the Pzince, in.Ffs ſabtection, and ofall other 
molt lingular obedience, moze highly to be cxtollcd: the one da- 
ringto doc What was lawfall vpon wyatſoener hazard, the other 
Lambling himſelfe fo authozity, which he might caſtly haue im- 
pugned : and ycf both actions ſuch, as by many crcellent Dzatozy 
parts ſme fit to be enlarged.

Epip! enema norie, All which exploites, and many moe beltdes, celebrating 
thereby his eternall praiſes, when he bad with greater glory then 

zmpboſss, well may be conceived , furniſhed and finiſhed, to the aduance- 
ment of his immortall dignity : See death,defpightfull death,who 

joyning with the malignitic of the wicked world,hatetull alwaies

rccitall-pertaincth alſo to this Figure,(hozt in repetition, but 
foz vehemencte wonderfull,as to ſay : Thou haſt conſpired the 
death of thy Prince, and in her the ſubuer{ion of a whole king- 
dome , what ſhould I ſay thou haſt confpired ehe death of thy 
Prince? As who Wwoutd cenfozce that no one thing then thaC 
could be greater. Finally, foz enfozcement of a thing,to lap its 
rep2chenſton of follics. If thou hadſt done or ſpoken thisin a 
priuate audience, among men of the ruder and meaner ſort;

Tothe accompliſhment whereof, as the beſt and metcF in/- 
dugion ts ſuch amaftcr . it ſhallnot beto lender purpoſe, fo 
ſpeake firft of the name thereof, and fo ſift out by what meane 
the party ſcrning fn ſuch a place, had the oziginall fitle fs bs cal, 
leda Secrecory, Pon ſhali then vaderſtand, that as me ſ&meth, 
bp ſpeclall reaſon and fudgement , this name Secretory (mpozs

{ft matter of moze circumftance then by cuery one ts conſi>es 
red, and by how minch the moze Honourable the place of attens 
bance fs, where ſuch a oc doth ſeruc,bp ſo much the moze beles 
meth the party callcd vato ſuch (craice, be a man chotceand of 
wozthy eſtimate; ability and tudgement, So then Jam not of 
opinion of the multifude , who hold that the pzayſeabls ende- 
ucur 02 abliitp of well- waiting 62 o2dering the pen, (s the mats 
fer thatmaketh the Scctcetory, (albcit the vie hereof is not the 
leaff part of many other things tncident to the ſame office) but 


that carrying with it ſelfe a purpole of much welghtter cffed, 


the perſon thereunts named was as a derivatine from that 


which contapneth the chtefelk title ofcredite, and place ofgrea- 


feſt aſſurance that may be repoſcd, in, reſpec ofthe affinitp they 
both haue of truſt and fidelity , each with the other , by argat 
conceitand diſcretion, termed to be a Secretory, 

And albeit there happily map be opinions ſeme wapyes con- 
trarying bnto this mp pzeſent delivery, touching the originall 
of this title:;pet ſtanding directly aCared that thep all being laid 
together, muſt of neceſſity conclude on the verp Secrecie, eruſt 
and regard, ſpecially impoſcdon him who bearcth the ſame fitle: 
7 wil boldly fo2 this cauſe define,that in reſpec of ſuch Secrecy, 
truſt and allurance requircd at the hands of him who ſcracth i 
ſuch place , thename was firfk ginuen to be cailed aSecretorie, 
and that by the Etymologieof the vexy wozd it lelfe , founding 
fn fruc coniceture , 9v4ficuftor , 0) confer wator ſecrers ibs come 

wiſh, 
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wi//i, a keepcr or conleruer of the Secret vnto him commit- 
cd, 

By this reaſon we doe call the molt fecret place in the horſe 
appopztate vnto our owne patuate tudics , and wherein we 
repoſe and deliberate by depe confideration of ail our weighs 
ficſt affaires, a Clofet, intrue tatendment and meaning, a place 
where our dcalings of impo2tanceare ſhut vp , a romepzoper 
and pecultar to cur ſelnes. And whereas info each other lace 
of the houſe it is o2dinarp foz cucry neare attendant about vs 
tohane acceſſe : in this place we doe ſoltfary and alone ſhut bp 
our ſelucs ; of this wee kepe the kep cnrſciues, and the vſe 
thereof alone doe cnely app2opztate bnto onr (clues. 

And if we ſhould runne but info the nature of things ſecret, 
and conſider by the name, what fo ſacha matter is required. we 
ſhall find that of it owneſelfe it challengeth ſomuch, whereby 
with thz& things moſt ſpretally tt fs ſaid fo be foztified, viz. 
with couvertncile, that if bc cloſcly Bept from the eycs, carcs 02 
bnderfſkanding of othcrs : Satery, that ſecurely it be retayned, 
and laſd.vp,both with chotce reſpec and tendering : Afſurance, 
that by no miake , negligence, 62 difc> of the party hauing 
charge of ſach a ſccret, it may turne fo a p2ciudice. 

Thus then bp concurrence of theſe, if appearcth that vnto 
cuerp Secret there fs required a Cloſet, and the pzoper ble of 
that Cloſet, is oniy foz the covertneile, latery and atlurance gf 
the lecret : all which confidcred,lct vs now tw, if you wil, what 
analogic 02 pzopo:tion they hatie with our Secretorie. 

It hath bene alrcabp befoze alledged, that by the verp Et ;/- 
mologie of the wozd it [clfe, both Name and Othce th ane, doe 
concinde bpon Secrecic: Ff (o,then tn reſpect ofthe covertnetle, 
ſafety and alluyrance ft him repoſed,and not otherwilezthe party 
feruing tn ſuch place may be called a Secretory, The Cloſce it 
etery houſe, as it is a repoſement of Secrets, ſois it onelp ( as 
7 ſapdbefoze) at the owners, andno others commandement : 
TheSecretory,as he isa keeper and conſeruer of ſecrers,ſofs he 
by his Lozdand Palter,and by none ofher to be directed, To 
a Clolet,there bclongecth pzoperly, a doore.a locke, and a key : 
to a Secretory, there appertaineth incidently, Honeſty, Care, 


and Fidelity. 


And. 
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Aid fozaſmuch as bp the concurrence of theſe twaine, both 
Nameand Othce do ſeems tt vſage and account tobe ofſs great 
wetghtinelle, and that our Secretorie, aſwell tn title,as place, 
Kandeth by ſuch declaration topntly tied bnto ſodiftric an obs 
ſeruance : let vs now a little furtherenter into the function and 
place he bearcth in ſuch kinde of ſerntce, and confider that being 
in onc condition a tervant, he ts atthe pleaſure and appoynt- 
ment ofanother fo be commanded: and betng in a ſecond reſpect 
as a Friend, hc ts chartiy to hane in eſtimate,the tate, honoz,rcs 
vutation and being of him whom he ſeructh. 

Touching the firft of thcſe,in that he is(F meane)a Servant, 
ffisfobeintended, that thereunts belongeth a Superiour , by 
Whoſe abſofute dirccion,his actions of ſerutce, are to be 02dered 
and commanded. And notwithſtanding the reputation, creditec 
and cate of betng, to him given and allowed by his Lord o2 
Maſ\tcr,he ts pet to conſider,that the weight and ſumme thereof 
accracth from bis onelp faugur, conntenance, and god opinion; 
and that by how much the inoze , he liberally and of an honou- 
rablemind affe:dcth vnto Zim the refpcas thereof, by ſo mach 
the moze {erionfly ought he by all poſſible endenours of ſervice 
and induſtry , as farrc fozth as in himis , to ſtudy to conſerue 
And bphold the fanrc. 

And hcretni@mecth it not frutticite to appoſec vita ſuch a ones 
remembeance, ſome part of the conliderations pertinent aud 
anneredtc the tate of a ſeruant, aud what depcndenciec (tt come 
mon reckontia reftcth betwerne Himzwho beareth in this ſwap 
theauthozify and ruleof a Pafter; and the other , who in ac- 
count that he is fobe commanded, carrieth ainarner of ſubtecki- 
on to that party, who ſoz the time ofſach ſerutce,ts at his hands 
fo be reuercenced and obeyed. 

Fn regard ef which, we are fo ſe, that by the tifle and pzers- 
gaffue which cucry walter hath generaſipoucy his ſcruane,there 
is a certaine kind of cuty , wherewtith cach one that lcructh is 
fkrained fo his ovcpatice. @here is alſo by that very name of 
feruant a Kind of fidelttp any truft required, noze (ſpectall then 
that betwene the Sonne and the Father, and that of ſo arcat cf» 
ficacy, as whereon (peraducnture) may ref not aloticly the dil- 
politton of the gods,eſtate,and principali affaires,hut allo _ 
times 
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{tt mes the life, hazard oz vndoing of the perſon of his ſatd maſter, 
A Son cannot be ſaid fo owe fidelity to his parents,foz which 
cauſe there is alſo no beach of traſf in him to be impoſed. Jfbe 
deale contrary to the condition of a ſonne,the bond bp which he 
(s tratned, pzocedeth of nature, and ſo are his actions accoz- 
dingly held fo2 Mkfnd, oz bnnaturall, But the ſcruant not lin- 
kcd bp nature, is ticd in truff, and by contrarping of ſach truſt, 
oz not perfo:zming thereof, is hel> treacherons oz vnfaithfull. 
Beſtdes,fo great a predomination hath this name of fidelity tn 
the hearts of a numbcr, that many haue refuſed fo commilt 
themſclucs it timcs ofhszard to their children,but rather haue 
relfed themſelues whollp on the aſſurance of their ſernants. 

And howbett molt cerfapne tit is , that Nature wonderfully 
ſwapeth many times in h:r p2oper featurcs, yet in this caſe ſhe 
bath commonly icfle efficacte then inanp others. Foz as acurs 
rent of water loſeth his power in being farned backward, from 
his ſkreightned courſe, but hath fo2cible paſſage in the way that 
{f holdeth : ſo is Nature in this action of parents and children, 
which running fozwards from iſſue to iſNſuehath mighty operas 
tion, but when it ſhouldbe returned backward, hath ſeloome 
any power af all, 

Contrariwiſe, whether if be the honeſty of the name that 
leadethit , oz the common reputation that each Faithfull vſage 
cartcthin the cares of god mcn,oz aferuency of affection, Itns 
ked p2operip to the placc where any truſt fsrepoſed, Þ wiil no? 
now difpute vpon, buf queſtienicMNe, of fo charp regard hath 6- 
dclitic aiwaprs beenc acconnted, as (mmediatly vponthe name 
of a ſeruant taken « if ſemeth not alone fo be bnto thelcite title 
2pp2op:tate, but it ts in a_manner by the pzoper allewance 
thereunto gluenſcacrallperaged. 

Now albeit this kinde of eration and charge, ſemeth inthe 
ve: tutry thereof to be (ndeed very great, pct when he that ſcr- 
ucth hath periozmedal that in (ach caleis tobe required: he can» 
not fo this oz that alledge, that he hath cffected any moze then 
whercunto by the verp loyaltie of a ſeruant he was entoyned, 
no2 can herightly oz p2operly affirme, that by any ertraozvina- 
ryreſpec moze then he onght, he hath accompliſhed the ſame. 
Foz that in things whereunto a man is bound, theve can beno 


qratuitie 
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©! the parts, place and 
gratuitte oppoſed , but where a man aboue that he is charged. 
hath farther endcuoured , ez mo2g wozthilp attained, thercin of 
troth and not otherwiſe, fhincth the greatcT pzaiſc and glozie 


'bnto him that maybe. 


Foz thts cauſe the? doe J ſay of our S:cretorie, that as hr 
is in one degree in place ofa ſeruant, ſots he tf anotþer degree 
in place ofa friend. & (ſervant, meanly trained in ſome Mecha- 
nicall Science,ſhewety fidelity to his maſfer;in an vpetght dea- 
ling and diſpoſition of His wares o2 gods, Anothcr in like (0zt 
hautng the receipt of his Baſfers reuenewes, becommeth a 
faithfall diſpenſer tn his accounts andreckonings, Some on 
the other fide hane aſmuch oz the lite fidelitie In keeping of 
counſels, Dthers agate by a termed zeate vnto their maſters, 
haue fi recognizing their fidelicy bied willingly foz their fas 
gHonrs, 

Dfall theſe ſozts of Fidelity,the la as J am lurcithathlefle 
ſeinting of credence oz (nppolition of troth in common bel&- 
ning then anp ofthe others,ſo is it {you wil grant me) the moſt 
aſſured and moutng pitty, pzaiſe and commendaticn, in all recs 
koning abote any of the others, And ſuch are and haue beene, I 
could recite buto yon ſtit3d2y reniembaances,and one buf of late 
pearcs,that invery ſufficient knowledge fell out fo be cccted, 
and thus was the cfrcumſtance , as my vnderfkanding could 
beare ff, 

When Stir lohn of D:ſmond tn Ireland, ſome number of 
peares paſſed, ofa rebellious and cruell mind fo the Dfate there 
being, and pziricſpaily to her Mateftp, and ſolemnely conſpired, 
and molt tyzannoufy [weene the death and deftriietton of all 
Engithmen in his Countrey, there yappencd ons Henry Da- 


- villan Eagliſh Gzntleman fo lite at that very blondy pzetcn« 


ded ſeaſon, in the houſe ofthe (ato jinight, and fo2 two cauſes of 
him was thought cnttrely to be favoured, the one in reſpec that 
he was his Chiiſtian Gollip, as thep there terme tt (alinke 
ffrong enoizgh to hauc purchaſed fagour in that Conntey, hat 
if not ben with a meoit viody tyzant;) the ofther,tn that þc was 


 & Gcntleman both courtecus,bountifuil and valſsne, 


This maſter Dauil] had af that time onely an Jrith voy at- 
fendant £pon him i tc fime conſptred fog this murder was af 
nildnight 
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mlonſght, when all men careleflp were leeping , About the 
watch whereof, Sir loin and his company entring the cham- 
ber of maſter Dauill, wakencd him from leepe,opened the cons 
ſpfracie,and willed him to pzeparehim fohis lof, aſſuring him, 

that were ft not he had, without erception, vowed 11 his hart, 
cad ſwone the death of all Engliſhmen, he could dcfironfly, 

aſwell foz that he was his Chittian Goſſip, as lo; other lone 
he owed htm, haue (uffcred his life, but acl being appopnted to 
die, he muſt goe with the reff. 

The boy yanfng recefiied info his cares the (otind of his nia- 
ſkers death; and therewith ſund2py menacing ſtrokes ſe&ſng rea- 
dp fo be p:offercd,ffirred (no queNtion ) by a moft zealous tide- 
litie, claſpcd 011 his maſters bzealt, and with ſuch lender reſt- 
ftance as he could, did beare offthe blowes , recciued vpon his 
body dfacrs and fi121d2p wounds ; aud bo what they conld, ns 
one coald pill o2 remouehim fromthence, till fretting rage 
kind!ed fn theſemercticfſecreatures, made them kill the 5op 
bpon hfs Baifer, and his Maſter vnder the Boy, both at one 
inifant together, 

The imemozy of this ac, as if is moſt pittifuli in rehearſall, 
fo will it of anamber be thought verp ſtrange. Jf anp fidelicic 
hane,by ferucncie beene accounted of this you will judge of any 
other ought chiefly to be cmÞ2aced. 1Zut pet not this,noz any 
of the reſide of thoſe parts of tidelicy by me already delinered 
areſuch, as in this place X holv metc to be purſued, Fo2 hows 
bett the ſerutee of our Sccretoric is p2opertp by it (cife with all 
aſſurance t9 bc caried, pet do wenot place him inſo mcane a des 
gre, as that by co:ruption of coince.he might be heid foz diftrus 
fed, no2 e11 the athcr ſide World we Haig Hit of ttidgement fo 
diſ-furniſhed, but that touching the difference of counſcls,02 tcn- 
der of his life, he ſhould make a decernement. 

Jit thts XBop voinnfarily as He did, fn the bery weakencite 
of his peares, to ſeke bp death b1s Paſters ſaſegard, was (no 
doubt ) a thing wozthily fo be admired, 235Sat fit manifeſtation 
of fo great love , and tcifiinocny of ſo lepall affection, Had hee 
beene by yeares oe enabled, it would haue beens thevght 
berp fondly of fo Yane done it , without thereby his Þat- 


ſters d7ath mfght 5aue bone reuenged , 97His life —_—

Gliſefo what end is Fidelicy applicd,oz what vſc atall in recks* 
ning remapneth there of it - 

Bp diſcretion fo diſcerne, by vertue ta fudge, and by wile- 
dome fo reſoluc, how and which wap the efficacy and aſſurance 
of all cruſt and fidelitic ought to be carrted,is a thing mectelt tr - 
211 reputafton p2incipally to be obſerued, Pow can there other- 
wiſe appeare any wozthinelle, if affections (ozt to be cquall, oz 
what diſfingutſhmet may there be of ſpirits when mens tudge- 
ments arc common? 

George Caltrioth, ſurnamed Scanderbeg, the fcrrour while 
he lfued, and only man able to confound the Turkiſh fozces,du- 
ring his infancie, haning beene trained vp with Amucah father 
to Mahomet the ſecond Emperoz of the Turkes (oz that inthe 
conqueſt of Epirus by the ſame Amurah, the father of Scander- 
beg being flatne , and his Signory ſubducd vnfo the Turke, he 
was then with othcrs led away into T'utky acaptfue.) When 
he arrfned to manly peares, and ſerucd with great foztune and 
balour the ſafd Amurah {n his warres : it happened that being 
in one great batfell as Generall of the T urkiſh Army again 
the Chriſtians , and fighting againſt Hungarie, & rcmozce of 
conſcience twke hint , in that he betng the ſonne of a Chriſtian 
Pzince, p2ofcficd in Chzilkfanitte, and volved to God,ſhould ſo 
wickedly become the confuſton of his bzethzen,and war againſt 
Chriſt and his kingdome. 

And albeit he was nenuer bufozfunate in any fight, and af 
that time likelicf of all other to attaine the bictozte , yet regar- 
ding the ſkate and manner of the Conqueſt, hc faintingly with 
d2ew , and with great diſconuragemecnt vnto his people , gane 
polver vato ſhe@emp fo be af tyat time a conquerour. Which 
done, Himſelfe with a few chiefe and pzincipall perſons his aflo- 
ctates, tolke themſelues together fo flight. 

Jn this company was a noble Gentleman , wile {t bchaul- 
our, fatthfull in connſell, and ſecret in truſt, af that time Secre- 
rorie, and of counſellfo the great Turke. Mhe place ofthcir re- 
fidence-ſeraing well to the purpoſe, him Scanderbeg (being of 

the others afſured) twoke onely in hand to acquaint with his ents 
fkerp2ize . And fozafinych as his credence with the ſayd Amu- 


rah was (ach, as in the repoſe of his troth, reſted both Signet,

and warrant ſufficient , to put 7ozward whatſoever direction oz 
commany t: any the T urxit lignories , vpon paine of cath to 
be obepcd, 5-a"0derbeg declaring his weariſomnes ofcaptinitte 
and ſeraage, deſired fo vilte His Bingoom: + ltking after that to 
liacat liberty a Chcittian, and therwithai how cften the Turke 
had pzoniiſed to re&oze him,and yet (fili bzake with him, enfops 
ned the Secretory ta wzite Letters of cominand in the Tucrkes 
name,to the Deputp 02 Ruiers of his fathers kingdome, that as 
their lawfuil ÞPzince and Goucrmour, they ſhould then, at that 
inſtant, without moze delap, receiue him, and thence-fozth re- 
nounce and put from them their wonted charge and authozitte. 

And albeit the power of Scanderbeg was in that place great, 
and the Secretory nothing miſoonbted at all his reſolution, and 
thercfoze feared \o much to contradict him in the ſame, knows 
ing alſo, that if he aNented to that demand, hauing yet liberty 
todepart, he might timely enongh aduerttſe the Turke to the 
p2euention; pet vſed he negertbelefſe ſo many effcauall ſpeches 
as foz the pzeſent he conld,to diſſwade him; which not pzcuaps 
ling,he aſſented at la{f foz feare,and w2ote as he required him- 

ZheLetters ozdcrly ſigned and ſealed,as to the impoztance 
belonged,Scanderbeg Knowing the great wiſoome, fidelity and 
counſell of the Secretory , thought it now a matter of no ſmall 
wozth , if bz any factiitie he could win him alſo vato his compa- 
ny,topalſe in the ſame tourney, 83 otherwiſe if he rcfuſed,then 
demed he fit that he ſhould not returne altne, ts carry newes 
to the Turk of his determined fonurnep. And therfo2: firlſf with 
as many kinde entcreatics and offers of ail honoar, fauonr, effts 
mate, and aouancement that could be , be aſapled him, he pz0- 
poſedalſo the erpceation of bis owne foztune, valour, power 
and fkrength ofthe cuerliutng God,whom he lerued, that was 
able to defend them,and all zoffible means that otherwiſe could 
be deniſed to moue him.

Inſomuch as he onlp daring to ſpeake platn- 
ly, what in others iudgements might ſ&@me to be offcnſiue, and 
foperſwade faithfully, what he ſaw moſt agreeing to the pzeſent 
extremity , made the Emperour p2onouhce himſelfe foztunate, 
to hane nouriſhed one ſodiſcreet tn his Pallace, and moſt bleſſed 
of alt , in that when aach failed him in his dping, he oncly was 
found aſſured vntohim among all that were liutng.

That he be of ſhape and 
coimt:nance pzopoticnavie to thoſe required vertucs, tozſgs 
much 2s commonly enſueth,that Naturc in p2o8ductng of all her 
creaturss, Wozlicth in them effi as an{Werable tothetr ſcuerall 
conffttn' 11s, and to flow-:rs of moſt exquiſite pzopoztion , hee 
giueth thi molt cxeeilent favour : ths dog 18 Rot ſhaped like the 
L10:1, no: th. corre as the Spante!l - the Rennct treeisnot as 
thc Cravor fto ke, the one bearing an Apple, wholclome, delts 
cate aid pie:ſtag.,whenit commeth to be tafted, the other puts 
ting fozrh vf the knucr's: no vther then tye lappe of Uerinpce 
when the vclt of it 1s coped, 

By the countenance we doe further jndge of the qualities 
and diſpoſition of men, tnſomuch that the verp markcs of fauoz 
haucnot to many tudgements p20ucd weat; diſcoucrers of fone 
peopies god oz vatoward conditions : we haue iikewiſe evut- 
dent teſtimony, that til diſpoſed nature,confirmed by cuſftome, 
ſetdome degencrates from the kinve ctther Whenceit is ſpzung, 
02 wherein it hath long time beenc nouriſhed, 

To mankind there happene:h in the body many defo2mſtics, 
which ariſing from the defect of Nature, ſo mach as by ili vſage 
ofthole, who hane had charge over them, cannot be amended, 
but being pzoduced by Narure , doe p2etend ſome one 02 other 
notabis inconaentence : Tobeautific ſuch a ſhape with bertu-s 
ons and honozed actions , is vndon»vtedilp p2aiſe wozthy, but 
fo accozd vnto faire lineaments » poztrayed with exquiſite and 
dainty favour, aminde co2rupt,baſe, wzetched and vile, that of 
all others 1s the moftgrcateft and noted defozmity. 

Diogenes being of one paſſiig-by rebuked of his pzepolte- 
rous ſhape, and hard kirde of fanuour,anſwered: 1 with my ver- 
tues doe ornifie my ſhape, but chou with thy lewdneſle diſgra- 
celt thy fauour, 

Mouching the fudgement of Nature by the outward face, 
manv things might be allcdged that diuerfly hane bene biſcer- 
ned, the matter whereof needing (mall p:ofe . moze then our 
owne common erperiencs, F furceaſe to debate vpon.ſeing mp 


meaning is , but out of ſandzyp apparances to dzaw fozth the 
greates 
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greateſt likelihod, and thence fo repoſe a foundatſotr conſonant 
fothe module o; compaſſe of rhis my p;eſont infendment. Dnes 
[p tet this be laid downe (oz a certaine , that the fineſt ware res 
cefaeth the faireft figure , and pureſt metcall the bzightecſt co- 


tour, the damaſke Roſe carieth the ſweeteſt ſans, and the moſf 
pliable part of vertue, ts by greateſt obſeruance planted in the 
molt pzopoztioned feature; 
This being then ſaffictently ſpoken of the pcrſon,let bs now 
gots the Conuerſation. The Convertation ſwemneth vnto me thy 
thz@points , oz ſpectall notes tobe conſidered : that is, inthe 
quality,diſpolition and order of company. Tonching hls qua- 
lity,ft is requiſit,that firff + abone all other,he be a man ſeque- 
fred from all kinde of pztde , arrogancy o2 vaine concetutng of 
himſelfe,foz that the tnfeaion of theſe, are eps vnto all maner 
of diſo2der,contempt,malfce and pzcſumption whatſoguer, thaf 
He be not lifigfous (1 argament,as one vatnly giuen fo contend? 
thathe beng ozdinary ſcoffer,o2 frinolous deluder of other mens 
ſp&ches,geſfures,reaſons,o; conditions, that he be no quarrels 
ler, lewd ſpeaker,pzfap carper, flanderer, oz ſiniſter backe-bifer 
ofother mens actions,02 laudable (ndeus;s : birt confrarp here- 
vnto,that he be in ſpeech gentle,tn geſfure ſriendly,tn lokes fas 
mllfar,in talke courteous,tn argument not obſkinate,but gtuing 
place fo betfer opinions, that gladly of euerp one he do ſuppoſe 
the beff, bereadp to ercuſe infirmitics, and fo ſalne (mperfect(e 
ons, that ( iceaffing he keceme not anothcr Democritus , oz in 
rarping a Zoilus, that his tongue, epe, and thoughts be indiffe- 
rently framed to fudge truly and bnpartially of eaerp one; thaf 
of all things he abhozre pztuwate quarrels,and open contentſons, 
and as the rocks of 5cylla do cſchue of any one abſent finiffer- 
ly to ſpeake, oz otherwiſe to enfozme againſt them, foz that in 
thefe qualities and conditions p2operly, each one carrieth a de- 
cernment of that which neereft appertatncth to a Gentleman- 
Now fouchinghis diſpoſition, it ts cxacted af Hts hands, that 
be benot a man glutfonous,oz that he benot oucr-mach ſubfect 
to dzinking, foz dzunkennefſe onercommeth the minde , dulleth 
thememozy, enfa&bleth the wits , maketh a man fo:getfull of 


Himſelfe,the repatatſon he beareth,and the company wherin he 


fitteth. Wine (faith Ouid,fs the diſconerer of ſecrets,and maketh 
aman 
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aman offen commit that,which afterward furneth tohts great 
p2ciudice ; in wine the regard ofa mansſelfe , aid likewiſe all 
others vaniſhcth,the reſpcof his credit alſo and place wherein 

ye ſerueth : a man giuen much to wine,hath na maſferte oner 
bimſelte , and is not to be truſted with matters that be (mpozs 

fank ; a man taikatiue, and oag gtuen to wine, are both likened 
together in diſpoſition , foz in the one the ffrength of the liquoz 
infozccthto ſpeake what he oughtnot; and in the other, bolus 
bility of the tongues gincth vtterance manp times fo what it 
ſhould not : Speech ſaith the Uiſeman, ts a thingnaturally gt- 
ucn to every man, but he that ozdereth his wozds by diſcretion, 
ſeth the way fo wiſedeme, 

This verftuc of o2dzing andkeeping the tongue,is vnto our Se- 
cretory not the lealt of many other points whereWith he ought 
ſpecially tobe charged, in him that is diſpoſed to ſpeake much, it 
cannot but enſue that his offen babbling muſt n&>ds at one (ime 
o2 other, giue p:ofe that he hath in himſelfe as little ſecrecic as 
filence. To pzeucnt this inconnenſence, wiſe men haue obſer- 
ued \n Nature a molt notable and ſingular pzoutdcnce, who fo 
the intent that men by her very inſf{gation, might be commens 
ded to licence, hath aftuen vs two cares to heare , andan atten- 
kiue conceit, whcrebp generally to aebate and conſider of all 
things, and bat one month to ſpeake , giuing vs in {cffimonie 
thereby, that we onght to Hhcare mach, to know much,to bnder- 
ffand much, and fo lþeake but a little. 3Seſidcs,that the tongne 
Wherebp delfuerance is made, ſhe hath firſt cloſcd in with our 
teeth, and them coucrcd againe with our lippes, foze-warning 
fill therbp,thaf nothing ought thence to be diſconered in haſte, 
no2 without ſpectall regard and diftric obſernance. Foz in this 
caſe alſo diſcreet Nature, after we have once receined into our 
earcs the ſound of any thing, ſhe thence pzcferreth it tfmmediats 
ly vnto the mind, aad thence tothe heart to becenſured oz conſt 
dered vpon ; and laft of all vnts the tongue,to whoſe lot, as laſt 
oftheſe it befaileth to bo partaker of1t, ſo-onght it from thence 
carefally,and not without eſpcciall cauſe to be deliuered; . 

The divine Philoſopher fozeſ&ing in man, the manifold Tiſrd- 
moditles oſtecimes inſuing by {oſcnes of the tongue, where all 
otzers were teachers to ſpeake wel he only taught his om 
9. 
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fo vie flence, tudging thereby , that the verfue of the congue 
confiFed not ſolely in ſpeaking,but how o2 by what occaſto«; to 
vile the ſame ; 4 underſtanding firſt how to r<frainethe thing, 
that of it (elſe was plpable enough to be vſed without meaſure, 
thep might eaſlicy find mcane afterward to ſpeake oftentimes 
to god purpoſe, and not fo accuitome themſeiues as thep dtd 
befoze,to p22itle without ozd2r, 02 any god 0; reaſonable park 
belonging ts di{:recton, 

Fo2 tis caule Silence,as thefirft gaard ofall affafres,being 
eſther ſecret 52 impoztant, is (vnto men ſeriouflp eccrpped oz 
tmploped in the ſame, directly to be commer ed, Thich maner 
of Silence,as 1t fuilp tnffructcty in cauſes ſerious and of wetght, 
to ſpeake nothing moze then needeth , lo conuepeth it allo into 
the reſidue ofour behautours , a modeſt ano choice kinde of go- 
gernment, in all actions whatſocuer, either ofqueſtion oz ar- 
gument, tobe with diſcretion purſued. 

Yow mach it ſmpozteth vnto our Secretoric, to have notice 
of the true and perfect vſe hereof, whoaboue all others ought 


_ rightly to know and diſccrne, how, where, when, what, and fd 


whom he ought to ſpeake, and when, and whercin, tobe likes 
wiſe ſilent : it map by the reaſons afozeſatd be ſufficiently csl- 
lected, No2 ought his ſpeech in troth to ve fo ozdinary as other 
mens, who foz the maſt part iimi* theniieives neither to time, 
place, occafton, o2 company. the which in our S*cretorte is, and 
ought to vc far otherwiſe. And as :2uching the affaires, ſecrets 
02 counſc!'s committes tohis charge , it1s in him pzinctpally to 
aducrt and conſider that he is vut the Cioſet, whereof another 
hath boththe kep,vſe and commandement, thathe ought therin 
fobea thicke plated doze where-thzough witbout erfrao2dt- 
narp vioicnce no man map enter, but by the locks whichts the 
fongue, and that to be of (ach efficacte, as whereofnocounterfeit 
key ſhould be able to make a bzeach , without the (clfe ſame in- 
frument thatbp the directoz thereof ts alwaves to be carried. 
1Bp reaſon wbereof, he is of mere fruft and fi>elity in dimre- 
poled, to become warte ofhis wapes, and fobe t':c courſened- 
fall, whereby the lealt occaſion of beach thereof may pzeciſely 
be atovded. 


Duer and beſides all this , if ſhall further appertainefothe 
diſpoſition 
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diſpoſition of this our Secretorie, that in ſhewing htmrelfe affg- 
le to all, he doe not either by reaſon ofhis birth, qualitie 03 co 
fiwate that be hath of his lozd oz maſter, goe abont to abiiſe 23 
wzetT the fimplicitie of any one toa bad end oz purpoſe, but ra- 
ther exnfozce himſelfe gladly to vnderſtand the ſuits of the meas 
neft,and to glue them atde and furtherance to his vttermoſt : 
herein ſhall he not a little aduance the hononr of his Lozd o2 
Mafeer,in pzeferring the fuſf e lawfall petitions oz complaints 
of the pwze, ad in helping them to the ſpeedp diſpatch of that, 
whercwith(by reaſon of their fimplicitte) they oftentimes are 
greatly incumbzed. Jt behwonethalſo,ſomnch as in him is,that 
he atopdall kind of nfemperancfe, either of cholcr oz to much 
farte,that he diſpoſe nat himſclfe to vile and vabeſeming terms 
of baſcneſle oz ſurquedzie,that he with the two ertreaines of co- 
netouſnefle oz p2odigalitis be not ftonched,that naturally he doe 
incline togod,and hate the kadneſſe of anp,that he abhozre flats 
ferfe as a Toad, and glue himſelfe of any particular action, cf 
ther fo be vtferiy ſilent, 02 elſe fo ſpeake truly. 

Laffly now, touching the third point of theſe th:&,conGting 
in oder, appertaining ta company : Needfull it is that our Se- 
cretory haue in ſpectall remembzance the anctent ſaying , that 
common experfence gincth fo all men foz appzoued , which is. 
that Such as a man of himſelte is , ſuch alwayes are they with 
whom he conuerſeth. 

Ffthcrefozc of his owne minde and diſpoſition a man enze- 
aotreth to begod, and ſo toling and be acoimted of, him then 
belſ&meth chiefip to hane reſpea tos the company he& holdeth, 
Fo: whfch occaſion, the Phtloſopher adutſeth.that men being 
gwd, doc choſe to hane familiaritie with men that are bell, to 
the intent that by the (octetizeof them , their Vertue may Haug 
encreaſe,and themſcincs learns to becoine better. The cozrups 
fion of pong men, by nothing ſo much accructh, as by the fleits 
derreſpce theyhane of thoſe with whoin they doe accompany, 
foz that it rcfteth aſſurcdip out of doubk, that the cuill cxample 
and cncouragement of one vile and i! diſpoſed perſon, hurteth 
mo2ea great deale oftentimes in one dayes company keeping, 
then ſcauen peares endenour afterwards , may releaſe by anp 


god inſtruction, Perein alſo therather reſteth vnto our Secre- 
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tory , a molt pzincipall regard thercofto be had , fozfomauch as 
not the connerſation alonc,whereln he is chotcclp to be affected, 
devendeth thereupon, but the matter alſo of his ouerthzow 
and diſcredit,foz who ſeth not in often apparance,that men ſims 
pip concetted , andof their owne pzoper inſtinct very well gs 
uen, are moze diſcredited and condemned many times by ocs 
caſton of the company whereinto thep hane aduentured , then 
of any apparent cull that in their owne perſons. reſted pubs 
likely fo be diſcerned. 

Yercunto acco2dcth the p:zofe ofail commer; ſoctety, wheres 
fa men onely of thoſe that know them , are judged as thep be, 
but in generali reckoning , are cuer cenſured accozding to the. 
g@odneſle o2 badnelle of thoſe > with whorn they ltae familiarly, 
Jt followeth thcrefozc,that Who lo will no cuill doe, mult doe 
nought that longs thereto , fo2 in ged.men tit is not alwapes 
enough of thcmſe!nes wittinglyinat to have committed any £- 
mill, but he that defireth'to be gead indeed, ought not ſo mach 
as to become an occaſion c2 lander of enfll . Ffmen would but 
th:oughly cnter into that wetght of their eftates , and truly 
confider with themſelues what of duty appertaincth to very 
reputation indeed , they would not then thinke it cnough tobe 
i; this credit, oz thatplace, oz thus countenanced, oz that way 
entichcd, armitig themnſelues onlp thercbp with vatn-gloztous 
titles , but therewith would aifo depely (mp2ztnt, that them 
likewiſe behoned by cerfaine eſpcctall (n-fight had info their 
dlonewapes, ſo fo az2cx and direct themſclucs,, as therebp de- 
ſerucdlp thep night beare the ſclfe ſame account whole and. 
unblemtſhed , which in optnion they haue carried , the which 
cannot any Wavis be, Without in all their outward and in- 
ward actions , they doe beare an clpectal! eye fo the matfer of 
their owne credite . And what one thitg is there in the woztd. 
(tohim that by true degrees of vercue endcuoureth to bs aduatts 
ced) moze charte then the account and citimate had of his name 
and fame - What one god moze excreding , nay what life cat 
be moze p2ocious 2 Much thercto;2 ought the regard ha&reof 
be tn choice vnto our Secretorie, as that which as an action 
molt ſingular J haue tudgcd fit fo be erpoſed in this place vnto 


ym; . 
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Hitherto hane wee cndeuoured in perſort and behavfour fo 
find a man mete and conuentent to the purpoſe hereof,where- 
in mp tatent hath bane not to omit anp thing which to that 
place and calling might any way be aditdged neceſſary, Now 
the circumſtance of theſc pzoceedings leadeth vs nert to conffs 
der of our Sccretorics abllitp. 

In this conſideration if falleth out, thaf fozaſmuch as his 
office and place, calleth him alfogether,oz foz the molt part,to 
the handling of deepe and weighty affaires , wherctn his capas 
citie hall ſundzy wapes be exerciſed, and wits thzoughly tried, 
it behoueth him therefoze to be furniſhed with Skill ard knows 
ledge accozdingly , whereby the better ta be adapted vbnto the 
ozdinary vſage and employment thereof . To this cnd it befifs 
feth that he be weli udied, eſpecially in the Latine fongue, Jt 
is likewiſe connentent that hcre-withall h& hane a ripe and 
guicke conceif, aptly to receive whakon a ſodafne ſhalbe to him 
delinered, and that he refaine within himſelfe a ſound and god 
memozte., foz the conſernation of thoſe things that vnto his 
charge ſhall daily be committed. Ye ought fo; his owne furnt- 
fare and inſkrugton to be a nran, not aitogether vnerpertenced, 
to be well languaged, fo be ſufficiently read fn Hiſtories and 
Antiquities, and times paſſed, to hate notice both by reading 
and confcrence, of the ſituations, cuſfoms,maners and condift- 
ons of mcn, cities, countries, and common-wealcs, to hane fas 
miltaritie with ſkrangers, and men of diners nations, whereby 
the better to be aſcertained of their humours, behauticurs, and 
diſpoſitions , and wiſely to woke vnto himſelfc a peculiar ft- 
fight into thefr cſfates, counſels and (uriſaictions, being theres 
lvithail ware that this aſToctation, with ſuch Kinde of people, 
wo;kenot vnto himlſcife, oz the affaires wherewſty he thall be 
credifcd, anp matter of pzctudice. 

Now ts if a matter oftcn ſene,and in common bfe alimolit fo 
befound, that a greatmany of men, otherwiſe diſcreet, lear- 
ned, cxperſcnced,and foz thetr (everall calltngs queſtfonlefſe of 
bery god delinery, and every wap to be deemed luffictcnf, 
fome alſo that in the Greeke and Latyune tongues are very well 
ffadied, and are alſo with the vſe of fozraine languages lauda- 
bly (ndued , that notwithſtanding hane not in themlelucs the 
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faculffe and vie of well-waſting , noz can ozdcrly , and bpon a 
ſodainelap downe without ninch adoc,and that many times als 
ſo tn verp pzcpolterons manner when tt ts done, what toany 
cxtrao2dinarp purpoſe ſemeth to be thought meat and conuent- 
cnt, Some againe in whom therc is lefſe Skill, greater Igno- 
rance ot Icarncd knowledge, and farre meaner application cues 
ry way, wherewtth to be enavicd with fuſttetency, have neucrs 
thelefſe a conceit to rife, and are in wit ſo pzompt and capable 
of any thing laid befoze them , as by and by there wantcth nof 
(though intruth when thep hanc done , thep cannot lcarnedly 
anſwer foz it) neither invention , noz imication, Wherewith in 
bery commendable ſo2t fo perfozme what them ſemeth god, 
on a ſodaſne to deltner tt walking, 

What ſhould be the cauſe Hheresf 2 I Cannof clſe deeme, but 
Snelp a micere inftinct of Nature, who Keucrallp ponrcth her 
giftcs in their creation vnto eacrp one, wherennto others (cx -

To the bcautifping of this part of our Secrctory, if (s R&Ds 
full that he be ſemcwhat theretn apded and furthered by Na- 
twre.to the intent bis inucntion fo cucry [euerall occaſon,mayp 
be the mozc caſte and p2oper , andthat without any often blux- 
ring oz entcr-lining, which commonly happenecth to thoſe, fr

matters erquiſite to be peris2med, then viſually otherwiſe(s by 
o2dfnary frialt vato them accuitemed + the occaſions whereof 
map be dſuers, whereby the (enſcs are many wapes dulled, as 
vp tw mach repletion of meates and dzinkes creefliuely taken, 
by togrcat ſtudy and often muling, d2inen thereby info a me- 
lancholy paſſion, by motions tw tntemperate, happening vnto 
the minde : and finally, vpon ſun32zy other tiſfinas and occaſts 
ons, which J ceaſe toremember : all which being offcnlue as 
thepare, vnto the neceſſary regard of thts our Secretories af- 
tendance , tt (fandeth him greatlp vpon bpall poſſible meancs 
to cxpzeſſethein, to the end that his wits being as nere as by 
endenour can be compaſled, alwaycs in one ſelſc ſtay and rea- 
dinelſe, be maynot intimes (adatnely requiring cffectuall and 
pzelent diſpatch, appeare any wayes dif furniſhed of that 
which at his hands, is, and mull of necclitte in this place be, 
required.

He ought alſo tohane regard fo flmes and places connentent 
wherein to moue hfs Lozd vpon any ſpecial oz v2gent occaſion, 
in which he is fo pzefcrre vnto his pzeſence oz hearing, the pers 
ſon 0; cauſc of anyone.

ming ſuggeſtion. £o be circumlpce in the difpatch of eucrie 
thing to him delfucred , 8nd in mattcrs of weight and charges, 
to be alſo pzontdent and wary , hadefuilyſntending to the ſafe 
diſpoſing of whatſoever requiſite, from the epes oz knowledge 
of anp other , whcereunts none (ga much as himlelte ought to bes 
coine p2ttp. 

De ts kkewiſe to anopd all manner of delapes,aud nof fo ac 
cuſtome himſelfe in anp wiſe vato negligence, foz that the vis 
bereofin ouer-ſlipping of ſmall trifles,ſndauceth many fines,to 
p2ctermit things of larger cfrcumfkance, and of farre greater 
moment. It tandeth him vpon in the exerciſe of his office to 
be alwapcs as neere and as ready as map be, in bis ozdfnary at 
fendance , fo2 ſo much as being vpon a ſadapne fo be vſed, it (s 
nxdfull he bealwapyes af hand,and is intended that his abſence 
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- cannot theretoze any long time be ſpared, Jt concluſion, it (s 
meetelt th all things , that ſo farre fozth he be audited vnato his 
 paclenit fernice, as that in reſpec thrreof hebecome viterlp ſes 
gueſtre from all pivate regard o2 affiction of anp thing,ſouns 
_ bing tohis owne appetite. Finalip , being aman favoured 93 
entirclp reputed of in hts office , he mapnect foz any friendſhip, 
cozruption c2 gatne whatſoeucr by any finiffer pzactiſe, colovr, 
02 nmcanes , goe about foavnuſethe countenance and credite to 
him given, byhis Lozdoz Waſter , noz courrtiy therebp ſugs 
cit , o2 tnfozme anp thing wherewtth the god opinion ofhim- 
ſelfe may afterwards be haz4rdcd, oz by the grant oz aent of 
bis Lozd thereunto gfuen, there map tuft cauſe accrue, wheres 
by thereaftera great dcalclefſe ho map deſerue fo be truſted.

Touching aiup others icfſz avie to (peake o2 gtue ſcnfence 
in the cauſe, as my wil and deſire ts, fauozably to be regarded 
of the whole in generMl, ſo if any one, moze of ſelfc-liking then 
of Skill, will either carp? af, oz peremptozily retec the Lavour 
by me vnder-taken, [ct him firſt conſider with himſelfe, how 
much eaſier if ts to finde fault with a thing by another alreadte 
finiſhed and done , then foz himſelfe by pztuate endenour ts ac- 
complith the like : ſo ſhall bc finde, that mcn all times ſce not 
in all things at once : and in pzofe hereof become aſſured that
